It 8 a common eomplaint ameong you, """'-""h‘
ern Conservatives | that the negroes are being
banded against you in secret leagues and
lodges—tiat they are maniaged by low adven-
turers and interloping demngogues, who de-
lude them with promises of conlisuation, ato.—
that they are under virtoal duress, and not at
liberty to not as their judgment and batter
ful-lin'g:! dictate, eto., eoto,, éto, These com-
plaints reach us through various channels,
and gre no doubt well founded to this extent
that youn are not likely Lo sesure many black
votes at the approaching elections.

Now, why will yon not ses that this is main-
ly your own fault—that you are allowing
yourselves to be vontrolled by passion aund
prejudice rather than reason and good sense—
that you are carsing others for a resull of
your own inexcusable folly ?  Why will you
not see that you never goneade a point to the
blacks until you are absolutely forced to it—
that you are perpetually compelling them to
distrust and shan you !

We do not mince our words. It is no time
for snorifices to politeness. That you are
swamping vonrselves as a party is no concern
of ours; we objeot only that you are at the
same time injuring the country and prevent.
ing its restoration to genoine peace. Why
wiil you act so madly ?

Yon know, as well as we do, that the con-
fidenoe and good-will of the blasks {4 essential
to your restaration to what you consider your
rights, How counld you, then, atlempt to
exclude them from the street-cars, as yon did
in several of your chief citiea f How conld
you permit, without remonstrance, your
women to refuse to ride if blacks rede with
them ! Bcarcoly ten years have elapsed since
your ladies used to shame ounr Northern
caste-worship by Insisting that their colored
nurses and maids Eh(.llllll[‘ ride with them in
our stage-coacher and other public convey-
ances. You still have blacks in your
kitchens, your parlors, your nursuries, and
all about you. It is not, therefore, repugnance
to blacks as such, but to their new-born
political equality, that prompts the effort to
exclude them from street-cars. Can you
imagine that they do not understand this ?
And how can you expect to win their votes
while you thus geek to trample them down ?
You used to be shrewd politicians, at all
events; have you lost or renounced that
capacity ¥ If not, what can you mean ?

oun eay that the blacks are prejodiced

against you in secret lodges by unprincipled
adventurers: we insist that it is all your own
work. They would like to wvote with “Old
Magsa:'"" but he will not give them u chance.
It is his doing, and not the radicals’, that
fmbues them with distrust and aversion to his
political guidance,

Here, for instance, is Maryland, under com-
plete “‘conservative’’ control, with a “Con-
gervative'' Convention, busily engaged in re-
viging her Constitution. That Convention,
that “conservative majority, might at ounce
enfranchise the blueks of Maryland; but it wili
not. It insists on going to perdition its old,
blind way. Dut can you imngine, conserva-
tives, that its blunder will not be scored up
to your account ! Do you fancy that there is
an  uneduested rice-fleld  or  cane-brake
“nigger’’ go stupid as not to know that what
the conservatives of Maryland do Ia just what
you would do if yon had the power! Can
you be so besotted as not to know that, while
yon keep disfranchized the blavks of Dela-
ware, Maryland, and Kenluneky, every black
in the South will believe that you would serve
him just go if yon conld !

Of courge, you will not mend your ways for
anything weé may wrge. You have counsel-
lors whom vyou trust, and who are In full
sympathy with you, a8 we ars not. All we
cnn do 18 to tell you just how you (and mnot
those whom you denounce and dotest) are
getting the faces of the blacks like flint against
you. Do not blame them, then, as perverse
or misguided; blame rather your own mulizh
infatuation, Were you in their place you
would act just as they do.

The Tribune denies that its main hostility
to the Philadelphin “‘arm-in-arm' Convention
was due to the fact that it admitted men who
had been Rebels, but are now Union men, to
& share in the conduct of political affaira. On
the contrary, it declares that ““Mr, Grealey las
no desire to exclude from voting or holding
offive any who are now loyal lovers of the
Union and of fmpartial freedom, no matier
what they were in the dead past.”  Wae acuept
this as conclusive of Mr. Greeloy's views,

His strongest objection to that Convention,
he says, was that it ‘‘put the loyal blacks of
the South under the feet of the largely dis.
loyal whites”’—that “its policy was based on
the Dred Boott axiom that blacks have mo
rights which whites are bound to respect’’—
and that the reconstrnction which it proposed
wag “based on the old doedge of reconciling
and harmonizing the whites at the expense,
by the sacrifice, of the blacks," Mr. Greeley
declares that he was always adverse to that
gort of recondiliation: *‘perfect constitutional
and legal recognition aud guarnutee of the
equal rights of all men is his corner-stone of
reconstruction.’ -

We suppose Mr, Greeley means civil rights;
for at the time that Convention met neither
the Republican party, nor Congress, nor Mr.
Greeley himself and rlelunml.«ll equal political
rights—that is, equality of suflrage for blacks
and whites, as an essential condition of recon-
struction, The Constitutional amendment ex-

‘presgly ignored that. And now, within these
imits, we venture to say that the Philadelphia
Convention sot forth, in the olearest and most
explioit terms, as its platform, precisely that
“iparfeot constitutio and logal muugnitiu’q
and guarantes of the squal rights of all men”
ppon which Mr, Grecloy now ipsists, It did

not Insist upon, nor aseent Lo, universal nagro
sufirage; nor at that time did aither the ﬁn
publican party or the Republican majority in
Congress, Nor did it look o Congress for
legislation which should control Hiate action
fn these respects; for even Congross had not
reached that point then. But 1t did pledge
iteell, fully and nnreservedly, to the absolute
i'fl'.ll'duj’, 1 all civil and personal rights, of all
tho people, black and white, of the Southern
Htates;—anud to that pledge it secured, as no
other Convention has rﬁnun, the voluntary,
hearty, and affoctive assent of the grest body
of the Southern people through their represen-
tutives in that Convention. That was a work
deserving of prales and mot of censure. It
may not have gone far enough; butit went as
far as the Republican party had then gone—
and go far as it went, it waa in the direction of
the freedom and equality of all men without
digtinction of race or color,

But all this is of the past. We agree with
the Tribune that it i8 “‘dead’,"®and that the
political action which is to shape the fature
has to deal with other questions and other
isknes, Uongress, wielding the tremendons
powers placed in ite grasp by the country,
with a bold andacity never surpassed in our
history, has vnrrivrf the nation nges bayond
the point where either the Philadelphia Con-
vention, or any other representative Conven-
tion, wonld have put it a yvear ago. It has
deoreed nnin-nm‘ negro suflrage for the
Bouthern States, It has subjected the whole
Bouth to absolute military domination. It
has imposed its own will npon the South, as
the only law, and the absolute condition, of
restoration, We do not say it has done
this constitutionally, in the exercize of power
ind authority conferred upon It by the Con-
gtitution, for we do not believe it; but it has
done it nevertheless, and it cannot be nudone.

Negro suffrage will never be revoked,
The military autliority mnow paramount
in the BSouth will remain dominant

until the Union iz restored by the readmis-
glon to political power of the SBouthern States,
The will of Congress, £o far as it has been ox-
ereiged hitherto, will remain law for the South
and the mnation, whether it transcended the
limits of Congressional authority or not. The
note of which we have spoken are acts of re-
volution—but they are fixed, irreversible facts
none the less. The Supreme Court may de-
elare them unconstitutional, but that will not
annul them, That Court may decide that
Congress bad no power over suffrage in the
States—Dbut neither that decision nor anything
elee short of a oivil war, will take the ballot
away from the negroes in the Southern States.
They have got it, and they will keep it. It is
worse than idle for any man or any party to
contest their possession of it, or to ignore, in
political action or discussion, the fixed fact
that, from this time forward, the negroes of
the South constitute an essential and power-
ful element of our national and of their local
politics.

This being 80, we see very little room hence-
forth for the line that has been drawn between
radicals and conservatives, in the ranks of the
Union Republicau party. Hitherto the main
difference has been upon the question of suf-
frage for the colored race in the South—and
that has been decided in favor of the radicals,
We are by no means certain that the decision
will prove to be the wisest possible—but that
is practically of little consequence. It has
bLeen made, and will stand. All men and all
parties will accept it, because they cannot help
themselves, They are open questions, yet to
be settled—but they are of temporary and

comparatively trifling  consequence, The
amnesty, upon which Mrn — Greeley in-
siste with so much emphasis and fervor,
must  sooner or later be conceded — it
ig gimply @& question of time. e
may think that Davis, Dreckinvidge, and

other lenders and authors of the Rebollion
should be at once admitted to participate in
public aftairs, and on this point he may con-
tinue fo be, as he unquestionably is now, at
variance with the Republican party., DBut
thiz can scarcely be deemed a matter of vital
or permanent disgsension.  So there are other
issues, such as conflseation, nomination of
Congregs in the matler of sullrage over the
Northern Btates, &e., which a few men, ex-
tremae alike in their opinions and their auda-
oity, are determined to tfasten upon the Ra-
pulldican party: but they will scarcely succeed,
we trnst, even g0 (ar as to oreate any percep-
tible disturbance in the rauks of the party,
still legs to interfere with its substantial har-
mony and guecess,

With the adoption by the South of the Re-
construction measures of Congress, and the
rendmisgsion of the Southern States to their
ghare of political power, will end, we hope,
the embittered political atrife to which the war
has given rise. Accepting the stafus of afairs
ag fixed and irrevocable, whether by a fair
exeroise of constitutional authority or a vio-
lent assertion of revolutionary power, the
great body of the people, of all parties, and of
both gections, will be prepared to adopt a
policy based upon the actunal condition and
necessities of the country, Conceding that
the negroes of the South wil! henceforward
vote, all men are equally interested in seouring
for them the means of fitling themselves Lo
vote intelligently, The restoration of Bouthern
industry, the promotion of intsrsectional har-
mony and do-operation, the removal of all
canses of gtrife among races and classes, the
reduction of Iminht- expenditure, the equaliza-
tiom of public burdens, the removal of publie
abuses, thoe relief of industey from Lurtful
restrictions, and the permanent guarantes to
all men, by peacelul means and through
mutual interests, of equal civil and political
rights, will ba the leading objects at which
considerate men of all parties will steadily
air; and if sudgh men nupite in & common effort
to secure themn, their speedy attainments in
spite of clonds and discouragements, is rea-
sonably certain,

The Domiulon of Canadr,
From the Hevald,

Our friends over the border are just now
haviog a season of great joy. Iun the naw form
of government—a consolidated power—they
imagine they see the beginning of a new era
in their history that is destined to dovelop the
country, mobilize its power, enrich the peopla,
and make the new dominion a second edition
of FParadige, O counrse we oan have no objec-
tion to_the Canadian people looking on the
bright side of the pleture; but we fear that
the Confederation scheme has turned the
heads of their ablest stateamen, and that the
regction, when it comes, will resnlt very dis-
astrously for the stability of the Dominion,
For a few yeara the new scheme may work
very satisfactorily, but in the end it will
peoomplish  just what its promoters seek
o avoid, the absorption of the Canadas by
the United States, No one will attempt
to deny that Canada in the past half cen-
tury has made remarkable progress—second
only, perhaps, 10 this country—or that they
Luve within theim border some of the ablost
slatesmen this hemisphere has produced, The
peopls are industrious and hap ¥y but lack
the “‘push' that ie characteristic of the

Yavkeo und has made the United Btales whas

negroes to office, assertion of the authority of |
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it 18 to-day-—a power before which Baropean
Governmonts bow, with respect, and tho Chi-
nose and Japanese knoeel in reversnce, £ull,
much of our sucoess is owing to the liberality
with which we treat the emigrants arriving
upon onr shores, and the entire absanee on
our parl of that spirit that says to the toiler in
the mine and the workshop, I am nobler
than thon,” Here labor {5 honorable. In
Canada they still oling to the old and absurd
Ideas of caste. The aristooracy, that has
sprung from questionable origin, is the curse
of the country, and this schems of confadora-
tion is merely a cover to introduos into the
new dominion all the alsurd custows of the
aristocracy of the 0ld World,

The rebellion of 1837-8, under Mackenzie
and Papineau, was brought about by the
oppressions of the citizen and agrioul-
turist, who could mot trace  their
lineage to gentle blood, by those who
claimed soperlor status in  soolety. The
offfices in the gift of the Government were
bestowed upon T-mlnlv.-as goions of English fami-
lies, who were supported in their Hosntionaness
by the money gathered from the poor tax-
payer. Lord Durliam, however, straightened
things out, and Canada besame under the
union virtually a self-governed country, and
gince then the provinces have made happy
progress. Muoch of this suecess, howaever, {8 due
to the Amerionn spirit that has been infused
into her population from this side of the =t
Lawrence. At the presgent time porhaps one-
third of her population are at heart annexn-
tionists, who will pever be satisfled while the
country is a dependency of Great Britain,
The idea of n nationality under the protecting
arm of the mother country, it i true, will do
mueh to unite the people for a few yoars; but
a reaction must come when the pockets of the
people are drained to sustain a standing army
now gupported by the home Government,
Then will bo seen the beginning of the end,
The French population has never had any love
for English institutions, and do not forget wihat
their forefathers euflered in the past. They
may for a time yield a tacit gubmission to the
new order of things, but the influence of this
element in the provinces, added to that of the
American residents, will bring forth fruit and
culminate in another rebellion, or a popular
movement in favor of annexdtion or indepen-
dence g0 sweeping in its character that fts
sucoess will be beyond the peradventure of a
doubt. After all, perhaps, it is just ag well
that this confederation scheme, which sounds
80 large, should be fully tested and permitted
to develop itself. Of the results the most
ardent annexationists can have no fear. A
tweniy years' trial of it will dispel the bean-
tiful picture npon which the people have sat
their affections. In the meantime, the popu-
lation will become more Americanized aud ripe
for a radical ¢hange of government.

There ig8 one point, however, in which it
appears to ug the provineinls are peculiarly
shortsighted. Time and again the English
press and politivians, speaking for the Govern-
ment, have declared that the mother country
congiders her North American colonies expen-
sive elephants, of which she would gladly be
relivved, and permit the people to choose their
own gystem of government and rulers. Why
this ofler has not been accepted we aroat a
loss to coneeive. Independenca, surely, is far
superior to confederation. Let us look at the
question for a moment. Wore the provinces
an independent comsolidated power, they
would command alike the protection of Eng-
land and the United States. The necessity of
expending annually eight or ten million dol-
lars for defenses, as will now be the case, would
be removed, and Fenian raids and terror of war
Letween England and the United States
would  cease. But there are still
larger Lenefits to be derived. The provinces
are rich in gold, coal, silver, and othier wineral
resources aud lumber. What they most require
is eapital to develop their vast trensures. The
cautious European capitalist is too carefal of
his fonds to invest in a colony many hundred
mileg from the mother country, which, in the
event of an interruption of friendly relations
between the United States and England, would
become the battle ground. TFor the same
reason the American capitalist will not assist
in developing the resources of these provinees.
Were the colonies an independent power
these objections could no longer be urgad.
They would be neutrul territory, and the only
force required would be a small constabulary
to protect the people and enforce the laws.
Capital would flow in from Furope and the
United States; the splendid water power
would mno longer remain unemployed; the
dilapidated haulets, consisting of a tavern,
post office and store, would grow into pros-
Perous Lowns; and in exchange for an interest
in the flzgheries, we might be induced to nego-
tinte a new Reciprocily treaty, giving them
free trade and eweeping all the custom houses,
willi thelr corrupt and fat offivials, from the
border,  With all these advantages the pro-
vinges would no longer be convulsed by inter-
nal disgenslons, and annexationists wounld be
unknown; for they would be, for all practical

urpoges of trade, a part and parcel of the
Inited Staten, with this difference, that in half
& century they would have renched the goal
of thelr ambition, a nationality of their own,
with all the advantages of sell-government,
but not infmical to that of the United States,
Let the advooates of a new dominfon, with o
prince to reign over them, read, vefloct, aund
inwardly digest these things,
